Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I, claim 219; Fig. 6C, drawn to a graphics digitizer wherein the pre-amp 
bank is operated in response to an HSYNC signal 

Species II, claims 220-222; Fig. 6D, drawn to a graphics digitizer wherein the 
pre-amp bank is operated in response to a random time interval 

Species III, claims 223-232; Figs. 7A-7D, drawn to a graphics digitizer wherein 
the folding and interpolating circuit includes first and second folding circuits 

Species IV, claim 233; Fig. 9, drawn to a graphics digitizer wherein the 
comparator bank includes fine and course comparators 

Species V, claims 234-241; Fig. 10a, drawn to a graphics digitizer wherein the 
digital encoder includes fine and course decoders 

Species VI, claims 242-245; Fig. 10b, drawn to a graphics digitizer wherein sets 
of signals include 32 reference signals and 32 output signals. 

The species are independent or distinct because each species is drawn to a 
different variation of a graphics digitizer including limitations and considerations not 
included in other embodiments of the graphics digitizer. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
